TEE WIDOW OF DR RIZAL. 
CAREER IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
INTERESTINU INTERVIEW. 

Mrs Josephine Tuufer, widow of Dr 
Rizal, who was shot in Manila for compli- 
ty in the Rebellion in tho Philippines, ar- 


rived’ in the Colony on May 23 by tho 


Yuensang. A representative of the China 
‘Mail visited Mrs Rizal at hor place of re- 
sidence to-day, and olicited a remarkable 
story of hor career in the Philippines. 


Asis now very well known, Mrs Tizal 
is on English girl, born in “Hongkong. In 
August, 1894, she sailed for Monih, 
where Mr Taufer had gone on inedical 
advice, he having suffered for two-year 
‘from cataract. After staying for six months 
in Manila, they journeyed to Perin, on the 
island gf Dapitan., Here Dr Rizal was eall- 
ed upon to undertake tho’ treatment of 
Mr Taufer's eyes... Dr Rizal had frequent 
opportunities of-menting Miss Taufer® and 
te frinndsh thus formed decponed into 
love + ultimately they were engaged. 
Dr ‘:Rizal was at this time living in 
banishincnt, . Everything was prepared 
for -the marringo, but one day a 
Spaniard enme and told the young couple

She 
declares that, false papers: he had nover 
seen wero put, in evidence against him, 
and he was scntenced to death without a 
tittle of proof, When sentence was passed 
Dr Rizal called upon bis accusers to bring 
proof of the papers which he said they 
could nut‘do, te said he Kad remsined at 
Dapitan for four years, and could easily 
heve nade his escape from there. Ayain, 
when he was taken to Spain, ho went ashora 
at Singapore wheré ho was invited by a 

iend to reiusin. He hed answered his 
friend he had not been doing any wropgand 
not wantto go away. In Culouibo he went 
onshore. At any of these ports hs could 
have made hik escape. If he had been 
guilty of the charge he would hate uiade 
his escape. He prophesied that if he was 
shot in ten years the Spaniards would have 
lost the Phitippines aud none of them would 
be in tho Islands. He was removed from 
the Court to his cell, and next day, Sunday, 
27th December, 1896, he was visited by 
the whole of his family.

At Silan sho 
states the Spaninrds behaved with shock- 
ing barbarity, killing numbors of old men, 
women und children.
